®rom Baron Lancon’s ‘“ Napoleon Memoirs, or Evenings with Prince Camba- 
ceres ’—a very agreeable work, just published in two volumes, by Messrs. 
Lee & Blanchard, Philadelphia—we quote several tales of the French Police, 
during the time of the Emperor, which will be read with intense interest. 





THE VAMPIRE. , 

There was always some curious anecdote to be gathered from the conversation 
of Prince Cambaceres. In one of my evening visits to him, he related the fol- 
lowing story :— rs 

«One day when the Emperor had detained me longer than usual, the Minister 
of the Police (the Duke of Otranto) sent to request an immediate audience. 

“*What can he want,’ said the Emperor. ‘Stay, Prince Cambaceres, I like 
to have a witness when he is with me. (The Emperor was then beginuing to 
be distrustful of him.)

In order 
to put him off his guard,a peace officer was procured, and he arrested all the 
persons who happened to be passing by, (three or four in number,) and Rafin 
among the rest. They were all searched. in Rafin’s pockets were found the 
same papers, which he produced a short time before, and nothing to which suspi- 
cion could attach. The men who séarched Rafin, declared that they were nearly 
suffocated by the horrible odor whieh issued from every part of his body. 


“« Two days elapsed ; and Rafin continued to go out every day. Among the 
persons he visited, there was a young girl who followed the business of a milli- 
ner. Inquiries were made about her, and it was ascertained, that though she had 
previously been a tresh, healthy, lively girl, she had, since Rafin had known ber, 
become pale and sickly. At another of his visiting places, a widow who had 
been remarkably stout and ruddy, suddenly became pale and emaciated. On the 
third day, a young man about four-and-twenty calied atthe Hotel Pepin. He 

, inquired for him, and, in about an hour, Rafin returned home. The young man, 
as soon as he perccived him, sprang upon him and seized him by the collar. ‘The 
prodigious strength of the nocturnal adventurer was overpowered by the fury of 
tie assailant, who called him an assassin and a monster. Feeling himself unabie 
to maintain the struggle, and that his strength was failing him, he drew his knife 
from his pocket, and stabbed Rafin in the side. It was distinctly seen that he 
gave him only one stab; four witnesses, who were present, bore testimony to 
this fact. 

““* Rafin groaned, relinquished his hold of his adversary. and fell dead. The 
young man fled, leaving his knife in Rafin’s body. No one pursued him, owing to 
the consternation which the incident excited. A surgeon was sent for. Ratin 
was undressed, and it was discovered that he had six bleeding wounds, two 
in the throat, two in the right side, one in the abdomen, and one in the 
thigh. All present were confounded. ‘Their testimony concurred unanimous- 
ly. The young man seized Rafin, and, after a struggle with him, drew out 
his knife. He gave him only one stab, and left the knife sticking in the wound. 
But, instead of one wound, there were six; and, on examinaticn, the knife was 
found to correspond with only one of the wounds,—that in the side; the rest 
appeared to have been inflicted by poignards, swords, stilettos, or some other 
sharp weapon, in no way corresponding with the knife, which the surgeon extract- 
ed from the body of Rafin, and examined in the presence of the witnesses.

A NOVEL METHOD O« CATCHING WILD FOWL. 

The following extract of a letter from Canton gives a curious and somewhat 
unsportsman-like method, which is adopted in that part of China, to take wild 
fowl. To sume of our Cockney sportsmen, whose only object is to bag their 
game, without caring by what means they accomplish their purpose, the Chinese 
plan offers peculiar advantages :— . 

Since I have been here I have been highly amused at the Chinese mode of 
taking wild fowl, with which the neighborhood of Canton abounds. Indecd, Thave 
several times mingled in the sport myself, and capital fun it is. ‘There's no miss- 
ing fire—no powder getting damp—no barrel-bursting—nothing but sport, and 
‘no mistake.’ This is the plan :— Whenever we see a quantity of ducks settled 
in any particular piece of water, we send off half-a-dozen gourds to float amongst 
them. These gourds resemble the pumpkins we have in England : but being hol- 
lowed out, they float on the surface of the water. On one pool, which is very , 
large, we always leave 20 or 30 afloat. At first the fowl are shy at coming near 
them, but by degrees they get courage ; and as all birds at Jength grow fa:niliar 
with a scsrecrow, they soon gather round them, and amuse themselves by * whet- 
ting their bills’ against them. When the birds get pretty familiar with them, we 
then prepare to decive them more effectually. I hollow outa pumpkin, which is 

retty large, and, after making holes in it to see and breathe through, I clap it on 
my head. Thus accoutred, I wade slowly into the water, keeping my body under, 
and letting nothing be seen above the surface but the pumpkin, in which is my 
head. In this manner | move imperceptibly towards the fowls, which suspect no 
danger. At last I fairly get in amongst them, while they, having been long used 
to sce gourds, take not the least alarm, even when the enemy is in the very midst 
of them: anda precious insidious enemy [am too, for whenever [ approach a 
fowl. I seize it by the legs, and draw it with a sportsman-like (!) jerk under the 
water I then fasten it to my girdle, and pruceed on to the next, till T have loaded 
myself with as many as [ can fairly (!) walk off with. Thus loaded. T walk 
quickly away, without disturbing the reinainder of the birds in the water, leaving 
them for another dav’s sport. [ think you will say that, of all the various artifices 


for catching fow!, thes ts the most sure and certai. You may call it poaching 
ins real sport in China, Tassure yor, and very certain too, Our guns never miss

Extract of a letter from Florence, of the Ist inst.:—‘* The races commenced 
to-day, and were a very great improvement on last year.. They were attended by 
all the Florentine nobility, the Court, and the official residents. Amongst the more 
distinguished English were Lords Burghersh and Walpole, Hons. E. Erskine, J. 
Vansittart, Lady M. Locke, Sir J. Mildmay, Colonels Stewart, Tempest, Thomp- 
son, Messrs. Villiers, Stuart, Aubyn, Plowden, &c. Prince and Princess Metter- 
nich also honored the meeting with their presence. The course was kept rather 
too well by a squadron of mounted dray;oons, whose officiousness became trouble- 
some, by their preventing all free ‘ circulation.’ 

The first race came off at one o'clock. 100 Francisconi (550f.) for 2 and 3 yr. 
old Tuscan horses; 3 yrs. 120 lbs.: 4 yrs., 140 lbs.; 1 mile. 1. Comre de Ghe- 
radesca’s Spiritoso, 4 yrs.—2. Signor Mariotti’s Armena, 3 yrs. Spiritoso took 
the lead, and kep it, winning by 20 lengths. 

Second Race :—For 200 Franc:sconi, for thorough-breds, one mile, 3 yr. olds,. 
135 lbs.; 4yrs., 168 lbs.; 5yrs., 178 ibs. ; 6 yrs. and above, 186 lbs. . Mares and 
geldings allowed 5ibs. This race excited great interest, as one of the principal 
hotel-keepers, Gasperini, had got out a colt of the Duke of Richmond's, and had 
backed him to a large amount against Poniatowski’s stable. From the narrowness 
of the course, which has a very awkward turn in it, the competitors were divid into 
sezi0n?, or divisions. : ; 

First division—Gasperini’s br. g. Selim, 1S1lb.; Duke de Carchaci's br. h: 
Barefoot, 168 !bs.; Gasperini’s br. c. Chateau Lefitte, 135 |b. (a lad); Baron de- 
Lowenberg’s bay horse Tom, 181 lbs. ; Prince Poniatowski’s b. g. Darlington, 
181 lbs. Betting—Chateau Lafitte even against the field. Selim meade strong 
running for the first quarter of a mile, when he resigned to Barefoot, the rest ly- 
ing ina ruck close behind, till they turued the corner, when the colt shot away, 
and won with all imaginable ease, Tom 2d, the rest ‘no where.’ - 

Second division—Prince Poniatowski’s ch. g. Cyrus, 186 lbs. (Baker); Prince 
Poniatowski’s b. h. Craigmillar, 186 lhs.; Duke de Carchaci's b. h. Swiss Boy, 
178 Ibs.; Gasperini’s ch. m. Tipsy, 181lbs Very sharp running between Cyrus 
atid Tipsy, which the former won hy half a length. 

Fourth Race—Match for 20 louis d'or each, straight in (about half a mile). Mr. 

Vansittart’s gr. m. Viareggio, 150 las, and M. Lousada’s ‘b. g. Lucea, 186 Ibs. 
(Baker). The best contested race of the meeting, Lucca winning by a head 
only. 
Fifth Race—Between the winners of the first and second divisions, Cyrus and 
Chateau Lafitte. Betting, 3 and 4 to 1 on the colt. Both went off at their best 
pace, the colt leading to the corner, when he swerved, and his chance seemed out, 
Cyrus getting considerably ahead ; bot-weight told, and, the 50 Ibs. extra cut him 
down, the colt catching and passing him hy balf a length. A good deal of money 
changed harids. ‘ ‘ 

Sixth Race—100 francs, for Tuscan horses of all ages Won easily by Prince 
Ponia'owski's or. m. Syncope, distancing a field of fivo oihers. One jockey 
was thrown, but not hort.

Crowing.—There is a very smart little journal at Louisville yclept the “ Daily 
Reporter,” the editor of which, though “ brisk as a flea,” is not by any means as 
“ ignorant as dirt.” He occasionally ‘leaves the bars down,” however, in his 
attempts to prove the “cracks of Kentucky” superior to * any-body-else's horses 
that are alive and above ground.” Hear him :— 

“Great news for old Kaintuck! We learn from the English papers that Don 
John, the fleetest horse now in England, Harkaway, having declined the contest, 
won the St. Leger stakes at the Doncaster mecting in September, getting over 
what is there called the two mile track in 3:17. Now this same Doncaster track, 
as run forthe St. Legers, is actually short of two miles by 285 yards. If we add 
5 yards which our track overruns two miles, we have the ditference between the 
St. Leger and Oakland tracks of 290 yards. 

‘‘ Now, by computation, it will be found that the speed of Don John ou the 
same distance as the Oakland two mile track, would be 3:35, which would be 
only six seconds less than the time made by Grey Eagle, 3:41. If the same train- 
ing, grooming, care, and expense, had been bestowec upon Grey Eagle as upon 
Don John, we may fairly presume he would have gained more than the difference. 
And when it is further considered that Grey Eagic could have done more than he 
actually did on the Oakland track, had he been pushed by such a competitor as 
Don John, it will not be assuming too much to say that he could now, under 
equal circumstances, wiu the St. Leger Stakes from Don John. ‘These premises 
being indisputable, we say huzza! huzza for old Kaintuck !—one cheer more, 
gentle reader—huzza! huzza! go it, Grey Eagle! and, as Tyrone Power says, 
more power to your elbow !”’ 

The idea of Harkaway's starting for the Derby is not bad; the ‘“‘ Reporter,” 
we hope, will overlook the liberty we have taken in intimating that the St. Leger 
is an annual Produce Stake for 3 yr. old colts and fillies, of some considerable 
standing, having been run for every year since 1776. Don John in his race car- 
ried 119 lbs.—Grey Eagle 86 lbs.—a mere trifle, onty thirty-three pounds differ- 
ence! As the “ Reporter” is so clever at mathematical calculations, perhaps it 
will oblige us by showing how much Grey Eagle would have beaten Don John 
with 119 lbs. on his back. 


More Clubs in Arkansas.—‘“ N.”’ and “ Pete Whetstone” have set the good 
people of Arkansas in a perfect fever of excitement about breeding and racing. 
The number of new Jockey Clubs and race tracks laid out in that State this sea- 
son is equal to all of those north of Mason and Dixon's Line.

Hedgeford's best son, Duane, was a crack of last Spring, but a shade below 
Boston, having run with Balie Peyton in the unprecedented time, for the Central, 
of 7:42} a four mile heat, besides winning other noted races. 

Leviathan’s colts have, for a year or two, run ahead of nearly every competitor 
in the West, and are now winning in Virginia. 

Luzborough’s son, Picton, the ‘wonderful 3 yr. old,” when he beat Mingo, 
‘the best son of Eclipse,” at the Union, ran three’ heats of four miles in time 
wholly unprecedented in this country. Portsmouth, and many others of his get, 
have performed greatly. ; 

We also know that imported and home-bred get of Chateau Margaux, Priam, 
Sarpedon, Valentine, Victory, and of some others, have also won in “‘ the States” 





renown for their sires. 

The Timoleons, got in his old age, have been running this year almost miracu- 
lously and since his death, he having been overshadowed (by Sir Charles, Henry, 
Bertrand, and other renowned sons of Sir Archy) during his life time. Boston

His time of four miles is unparalleled, when the manner of his 4th 
mile is regarded, he having blown his competitor in three miles, ran in 5:36! sex 
seconds quicker than any three miles that had been ever run in America! At 3 
yrs. old he did more than Eclipse at 4; at 4 yrs. he won some six or eight races of 
three mile heats, and at 5 yrs.old he has won about as many four mile races, and 
as much real racing fame, though he has never run a match, as during the whole 
of Eclipse’s long and brilliant career.

Timoleun was the sire of the dam of Count Zaldivar, Andrew's famed son, in 
Georgia. Duane’s dam is by Washington, son of Timoleon. Until lately, his fame 
had been based upon the celebrity of his daughter Sal/y Walker, the renowned 
victor of Ariel. It would be but justice to transfer to Timoleon’s best son the 
laurels won by Eclipse, Bascombe, Mingo, and Lady Cliffden.

ON REPORTING RACES **AND SO ON.” 

To the Editor of the Spirit of the Times.—The utilyy and the beauty of the 
reports of all races is their strict and rigorous accuracy ; and rather than have the 
most humorous and witty account of a race which draws upon the fancy at the 
expense of truth and the facts of the case, all true sportsmen would prefer the 
bare the statement of. facts, without note or comment. Indeed, justice to horses 
and their owners or breeders demands this, or your records cease to be looked to 
as the standard of the merits of the horses of the day which they propose to 
notice, and may loose, if they be allowed to be inaccurate, ail the advantages pro- 
posed by them, for after, as woll as the present, times. One acknowledged inac- 
curate report, unless it be corrected, may vitiate the credit of a dozen reports 
from the same source, which may be rigidly correct as to the tine made, and other 
mitters. 

Under this impression, and with this view of the subject, I consider that the 
interests*of the American Turf demand, that every intelligent Turfite should re- 
gard it as his bouaden duty to have corrected through your paper, any errors that 
may be officially reported, when there isacertainty that a mistake has been made 
—else we shall soon have doubted the record of a number of extraordinary races 
which have been made on this side of the water, both as regards quick time and 
extraordinary durability or bottom. ‘Tae report of a race should not be regarded 
as only a newspaper flourish, but a strict record of names and pedigrees, of dis- 
tance, of time, and of the places of the dilfereat horses that run as they come in, 
if they can be placed. And for this purpose the person intending to make the te- 
port should hold pencil and paper in hand, and note the facts as they occur, and 
not depend epon his memory to record the particulars of several races which occur 
so near tozether in the same day as to be almost jumbled up together in the me- 
mory at its close. Nothing should be said by the reporter like these things—that 
‘ Boston, had he been pressed, could have made his 4 miles in this race in the 
astonishing time of 7:36 ’’—or that ‘this heat by Balie Peyton and Duane—7:42} 
—is the best on record ’’—or that “in this there were three second rate nags, and 
three certainly not above third rate.” Facts alone should be stated, and these 
facts left to deduce their own commentaries. 

I a:n induced to indalge in these reflections, after reading a report in your last 
paper of the 3 mile race at the Kendall Course, near Baltimore. In that report 
it will be found that a horse called Bustamcnte was placed 4th in the Ist heat, 4th 
in the 2d heat, and distanced in the 3d heat—whilst the facts are that he was 
2d in the Ist heat, and ran the 2d and 3d heats through pretty well up, when he 
was drawn; and never was distanced in this, or any other of his numerous races. 
This horse has good blood in his veins, and although his former owner believed 
him to have received injuries in two of his legs, which disqualified him as a racer, 
and his present owner knows nothing about training and conditioning a horse for 
a race, (as was apparent during the above race,) it is well that every devil have 
his due, and that this horse should not be declared distanced when he never was 
distanced, either in this or any other of the numerous races he has run. 


In making this correction, I will take leave to say, that Mr. Custis KenDau 
is incapable, in my opinion, of making any intentional mis-statements in his re- 
port, and that this, if he saw the race, has been the result of neglecting to note 
facts as they occur, and depending upon memory, which might easily have brought 
him into the error of recollection that Bustamente was one of the three engaged 
in the second race, whilst it should have been recollected, that he made play all 
the time among the first set, and kept them if not otherwise inclined, constantly 
going; for kis reliance was on his bottom, although in no condition to display 
either foot or bottom.

‘At 3 o'clock the horses started, Jim Allan taking the lead. He kept about 
two lengths ahead, until half way round the third mile, when Victoria made a 
brush at him, and after a severe contest, of one or two hundred yards, passed, 
and led him about two lengths. At this moment the friends of Victoria rent the 
air in shouts of exultation, and every one thought the heat was her’s beyond all 
question. But judge of the disappointment, when on entering the last quarter 
stretch, Victoria made a stumble, which enabled the horse, together with the su- 
perior management of his rider, to pass the mare. It was now the turn of the 
friends of Jim Allan to rejoice, and such a burst of huzzas has rarely been wit- 
nessed. Both horses were now put under the whip, the contest close, and the 
result doubtful. Side by side, they pressed forward with an arrow’s swiftness— 
the mare gradually gaining. Fifty yards from the coming out point, the horse led 
the mare about a neck, and every one held his breath in deep excitement—the 
mare still gained, and it was impossible to tell which would first reach the goal. 
The horse, however, won the heat by half a neck? The welkin now rung with 
the plaudits of the friends of the foremost horse, and the friends of Victoria look. 
ed rather blue, though they professed a confidence of winning. 

‘Both horses were now eagerly and carefully examined by the bettors, with a 
view to discovering which of the two was most fatigued. Victoria appeared well, 
and so did Jim Allan, but the friends of the horse were inspired with untimited 
confidence, and freely offered bets of two to one on his winning the race. The 
friends of Victoria were discouraged—especially as Jim Allan was a well tried 
and experienced racer, and his bottom known to be excellent. The durabilit) of 
Victoria had never been fully tested, though she had previously run a three mile 
race with complete success—but at that time, the course was dry and in fine 
order—now muddy, stiff, and heavy. Time of Ist heat 7:48 (query 8:48). 

‘‘ The horses again started, Victoria taking the lead. She was, however, soon 
passed by Jim Allan, who continued ahead throughout the heat, gaining on the 
mare to the last, and coming out more than the distance ahead. ‘Time of second 
heat, 7:38—(query 8:38). 

‘It was not thought very creditable to the owners of Jim Allan that he was 
permitted to distance the mare, but we understand that it was done by the rider 
in opposition to the strong and expressed wishes of the owners of the horse. 

“Victoria was in bad order, and Jim Allan in first rate condition They are 
both noble animals, and many yet think that Victoria would come off victor in 
another contest, if she were in good condition and had a dry track. She has lost 
scarcely any laurels,in the contest, in the opinion of the best judges. But the Ken- 
tuckians walked into the pockets of the Ohioans in the finest sort of style—almost 
as badly as the latter walked into the pockets of the former on Wednesday last, 
when Lady Hope won the four mile purse.” 


There was a second race this day, Mile heats, but we do not see it reported. 
We hear Victoria was badly curbed ; she has, no doubt, been overworked, though 
she may yet continue a high trump in the hands of her new owner, being but 3 
yrs. old.

DESTRUCTION OF RACK HORSES BY FIRE. 
Editor of Spirit of the Times. Cotometa,(By.)Nov. 12,1838 
Sir,—O. Saturday night, between 11 and 12 o'clock, 27th ult., the stables of 
Mitton Kine, Esgq., (innkeeper. in. Burksville, Cumberland Co. Ky.) took fire, 
and in a few moments were consumed to ashes, together with all their contents, 
consisting of corn, oats, hay, fodder, straw, ‘six race horses (in training), all their 
equipage, and one negro, who survived but a short time. Contiguous to the line 
of training stables was a largebrick stable establishment, and several other build- 


- a 


were swept down by the flames. It seems this old negro man (who was employed 
torub one of the horses) went toa corn-shacking that night near town, and re- 
turned, at this late hour, drunk, lighted his candle, went into.2 stall-room adjoining 
that of his horse—stuck the candle up against the wall, and tumbled downto 
sleep ; the candle melted down and dropt upon the straw, on or about which he Jay, 
setting it on fire instantly. The line of training stables ranged N. E. and S. W. ; 
the fire took hold at the N. E. end: the wind blew from-that direction, andswith 
almost the rapidity of lightning, drove the fire directly threugh the line of stebles, 
from end to end. It happened there was no one present at that hour (except the 
drunken groom, and he asleep), the flames had laid suck strong hold on the pre- 
mises, fed by the vast quantity of dry timbers, the straw placed: down for the 
horses’ bedding, the hay, sheaf oats, and fodder in the lofts, and driven onward 
by a strong wind, setting in at the point to rake the whole line, all attempts to 
save the perishing horses were utterly useless. In fact, such was the hasty de- 
struction, that no efort could be made without imminent danger to the undertaker.

Sortiy, of Burksville. 

Sir Oliver was a horse of very fine muuld, though rather under size ; was exhi- 
bited at the liveries in Louisville, with his sire, in April last, and much admired, 
Culpepper was a colt of most extraordinary appearance and. premise, a hand-. 
some bay, without a white hair, of great length, stood 16. hands. and. half, 
an inch high, as polished and symmetrical as his sire. He strode twenty-two 
and a half to twenty-three feet the mile round on his trial rans. He would haye 
been backed against the field of colts to any amount, and against 1:52 or 1;58, 
with 75 lbs. on him. The pedigree and performances of Rattler,sire of these colts, 
are to be seen in the A. J. Reg., vol. 6, p. 636, and vol 7, He stood at Oak- 
land Course last season. an Tromp was making a Fall seasog by the side of the 
colts, had been a capital race horse at all distances, from 600 yards to 4 mile heats. 
He has left a few of his get in,this quarter. Waggener's loss eannot be less than 
$4000; he estimated Culpepper alone at that sum. He had often expressed a 
determination to take or send'him to Long Island-next Falk and.present-him for 
the inspection and commentary of — , end to be tramed and. run under his 
supervision or direction, as he did believe he. would have made one of the greatest 
four mile racers that ever ran in the United States. ‘The 
good promise. King’s loss may be said to be $1000. 

Now, all this destruction and loss was the resnit of negligence,and dranken- 
ness of the negro groom, who had besn employed by Grey to rub. "Tise nougb 
to teach all gentlemen who keep up tz#ining establishments, to beware of careless 
and dranken trainers and grooms, as. also to avoid, as far as possible, the crowd- 
ing or counecting too mzny stalls and horses wader the same soof.

THE MARQUIS OF WATERFORD aaa LORD G. LOFTUS.

vate . “Gedling Lodge, Monday. 

‘« Sir—Having seen in your last paper an article giving an account of a duel 
between Lord Waterford and Lord George Loftus, I beg to contradict the state- 
ment that I was present in the room at Limmer’s that evening, being at the time 
in thecountry. May I beg the insertion of this letter in your next paper ! 

‘“‘T have the honor to be Sir, 
‘Your most obedient servant, 

“To the Editor of the Age.” 

It is with considerable pleasure that we insert the above, because the only point 
which at all made us pause before we gave the narration which Lord Jocelyn re- 
fers to (and which is correct in every other particular) was the one which his Lord- 
ship’s note makes quite clear. We paused, because we thought that had Lord 
Jocelyn been present, he was the one who should have taken up the war. 

We knew Lord Jocelyn to be a fine spirited honorable young fellow ; and we 
repeat that it is with great satisfaction we find our account was erroneous In 
stating that he was present. ' 

By the way, now that we are alluding to this duel, we cannot resist relating an 
anecdote connected with it, which, at least, is of a novel description. — 

After taking their ground, the noble Lords being, as Byron expresses it,— 


“ Some twelve yards off, or so: 
A comfortable distance—not too near ; , 
At least, when we've a former friend for foe ”’— 


Lord Waterford quietly brought his barker to the level, dropped it, and looked 
dissatisfied,—raised it again, again recovere d, and looked uneasy. At last he 
coolly left his ground, and walked up to Lord G. Loftus, and said :—* George, | 
don’t like my pistol at all, so I'll change with you.” Lord George looked some- 
thing between indignant and astounded ; but the Marquis settled the hesitation by 
taking Lord George's pistol and giving him his own, observing—‘ Come, come, 
old fellow, why can’t you change! [don't like mine!”
